1 . In view of applicant's amendments to the claims, following is new restriction 
requirement. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-24, drawn to a method of making a cylindrical battery cell, classified in 
class 29, subclass 623.3. 

II. Claims 65, 70, 75, 80 and 88-101 , drawn to a method of making a stacked battery 
cell system, classified in class 29, subclass 623.1. 

III. Claims 8 1-87, drawn to a method of producing multiple battery ropes, classified 
in class 29, subclass 623.1. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: Group 
II is different than the other two Groups I and III because the former does not utilize a mandrel 
when making the battery cell as do the latter two groups and thus is distinct from the other two 
groups. Group III is different than the Group I method because the former group has dual cutting 
steps, which steps are done during the winding step. This methodology does not form part of the 
Group I method and thus is distinct therefrom. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination puiposes as indicated is proper.
